\ grow during the winter time and get well established before the late spring droughts. 
: It is a mistaken idea among many planters that nursery stock should be planted early in the fall. 
However, this is naturally wrong as it is necessary to let the stock be fully matured before it can be 
safely planted. After a few cold periods and before the ground is frozen is the ideal time for plant-
